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Local UU Response 
to the Knoxville 
Tennessee Church 
Shootings 

A gunman 
entered 
Tennes¬ 
see Valley 
Unitarian 
Universal- 
ist (UU) 
Church in 
Knoxville 
on Sunday, 
July 27th, 

during a children’s theater production of “Annie”, 
opened his guitar case, pulled out a shotgun and 
opened fire. Two adults were killed and 7 wounded 
in front of 200 traumatized witnesses, including 
children and elders. The shooter, who planned to die 
from ‘suicide-by-cop’, was subdued by congregation 
members and taken into custody by the police. A 
letter in his car and interviews with police revealed 
he hated the liberal movement and gays. One of the 
slain, Greg McKendry, died a hero after shielding the 
congregation by placing himself in front of the gun. 

UU churches in our area, including Lancaster, Har¬ 
risburg and Philadelphia, held special services to 
provide their congregations a place to grieve and meet 
with others during a time of loss and shock. Panzee 
Press spoke with Rev. Peter Newport, minister of 
the Unitarian Universalists of Lancaster; Rev. Nate 
Walker of the First Unitarian Church in Philadelphia; 
and Yvonne Schumacher Strejcek, acting associ¬ 
ate minister of the Unitarian Church of Harrisburg 
(UCH). 

Rev. Peter Newport reports that ten years prior the 
gunman was active in the same Knoxville church 
where he, and his wife at the time, participated 
in regional summer workshops as well as regular 
church services. The gunman and his wife recorded 
a song often used in wedding ceremonies. His wife 
had since left him and continues to hold an order of 
protection against him. The Associate Press revealed 
the order, from year 2000, came after threats of 
murder and suicide. Yvonne, the acting minister in 
Harrisburg, considers this wasn't a random attack 
on the closest liberal, gay friendly organization, but 
was likely, at least in part, a personal payback to the 
church for their support of the gunman's wife. 


Rev. Newport conducted the Lancaster special service 
on Sunday, August 3rd. He speaks for his congrega¬ 
tion when he says they were completely taken aback, 
grief stricken, and shocked. “This kind of hatred is a 
dark reminder of the world we live in.” The service 
emphasized that a church needs to be mindful of the 
world around them, and not just focus on what’s high 
in the sky. The service sought ways to make mean¬ 
ing of the world in which we live. 

While the Unitarian Church is not specifically 
oriented to the BGLQT community, you often see the 
two associated. “UU has always been a welcoming, 
open and affirming organization,” explains Rev. New¬ 
port. “Marriage equality is part of the multi-cultured, 
anti-discriminating theology the church follows. Gay 
issues are on that agenda regularly.” 

Yvonne explains. “Our values include the inherent 
universal dignity of all of us, including GLBTs. What 
affects one, affects all. The Unitarian Universalists 
have taken the lead on many equality issues.” 

As an act of terrorism, the shooting did induce fear, 
but the UUs have not considered acting out of fear 
or relenting on their strong stance against social 
injustices. Rev. Nate Walker summed it up well, 

“This caused terror but won’t curb the enthusiasm 
and integrity we have for these issues.” Each of the 
three local UU congregations did have people outside 
their churches during their special services to keep an 
eye out for possible threats. Rev. Newport compared 
this to keeping your eyes open on a city subway. He 
stated that his church will probably discuss security, 
and how best to continue to promote the UU sup¬ 
portive message while being safe. Rev. Newport sees 
evidence that the Tennessee church had emergency 
procedures in place; the shooter was initially turned 
away from a private entrance; high school students 
immediately evacuated the younger children; 911 was 
called and the police arrived within three minutes. 

UCH held their special service on Thursday, July 
31st. Yvonne had already been planning a special ser¬ 
vice as a follow-up to Harrisburg's Pride Festival of 
Central Pennsylvania, which was held the day before 
the shooting. Central PA is familiar with Silent Wit¬ 
ness PA, which incorporates many people from the 
UU churches. Yvonne served as chaplain for Silent 
Witness PA. The extent of the obsession displayed by 
the street preachers astounded her. If it weren’t for 
the Silent Witnesses, she could imagine the preachers 
effectively inflaming the crowd. Yvonne was already 
considering a special service to offer the Silent Wit¬ 
nesses the opportunity for spiritual reflection, mutual 
support, and “detox” after encountering the hate- 





spewing protesters at PrideFest. 

For Yvonne, standing in the way of the hate monger- 
ing preachers merely seemed to set the stage for 
responding to the tragedy in Knoxville. Once she 
heard of the shooting, she opened the service to 
anybody who wanted to reflect and share feelings. 

The idea that publicizing a service might invite more 
sabotage didn’t elude her. She was faced with the 
hardest decision she’s made in her early ministry. 
Should she put at risk the congregation that she has 
come to love? Church leaders stood firm as she 
brought the question to them. The Unitarians are not 
here for only themselves; they are here to change the 
world with values. Yvonne concluded, “We must 
stand on the side of love and not be cowed by a single 
individual going off.” 

Rev. Nate Walker, the minister of the First Unitarian 
Church in Philadelphia, led his congregation through 
a special service on Sunday, August 3rd, in response 
to the Tennessee shooting. Rev. Walker is an openly 
gay man who exchanged rings with his partner. He 
connected the shooter’s words regarding gays to 
ongoing debates on gay marriage and some religious 
views on homosexuality. On YouTube.com (search 
“Nate Walker Marriage”) Rev. Walker provided a 
video response to the message of Pennsylvania for 
Marriage (PfM). He noted PflVTs common reference 
to the bible verse Romans 1:27, which is translated to 
a call for death to those who commit homosexual acts. 
Rev Walker puts the question to PfM. “Do you think 
that the man who entered our church and opened fire 
on our congregation may have been influenced by 
such a passage?” He goes on to ask if PfM would 
affirm the action. He asks if PfM thinks that he, 
himself, deserves death. Rev. Walker asks, “Would 
you teach your constituents that the hate crime was 
justified by God. and lthe gunman] was acting on 
God’s belief?” The word “Defense” in “Defense of 
Marriage” is examined by Rev. Walker as he says it 
implies a BGLQT person is the enemy. Rev. Walker 
offers Pennsylvania for Marriage a continued dialog 
and a request to stand together on the side of love. 

Rev. Walker describes the shooting as a direct result 
of the gunman's culture. As a military man, the gun¬ 
man was taught that homosexuality is unspeakable via 
“Don’t Ask Don't Tell.” This viewpoint is extended 
by the views of the “Defense of Marriage” movement. 

All three ministers interviewed cited examples where 
Unitarian Universalists faced danger to defend rights 
and equalities of all people. Unitarian Universal- 
ist Rev. James Reeb was murdered by a mob during 
a 1965 Alabama demonstration for civil rights. In 


Philadelphia, during the abolition movement, the 
church had to be protected by armed guards while the 
first Unitarian minister, William Henry Furness, dis¬ 
cussed emancipating slaves. It was that same church 
where Dr. Martin Luther King attended a service and 
learned of Gandhi's teachings. 

Each minister found lessons to be learned from this 
incident. Rev. Newport reminds us that we live in a 
relatively privileged society, where such events are 
not an every day occurrence. We should appreciate 
this privilege, and keep an eye on those less fortunate. 
He also reminds us that we can't prevent such situ¬ 
ations, but we can be prepared and minimize their 
effect. Rev. Walker exclaims that the religious view 
of the bible justifying discrimination against gays 
has severe consequences. To re-emphasize he states, 
“There are consequences to a religious movement that 
preaches hate.” 

The Unitarian Church of Harrisburg deeply appreci¬ 
ated the interfaith support that was expressed for their 
ministry in Harrisburg, represented by attendance at 
their special service. Collections have been taken at 
all the local services, and cards have been composed 
and signed for the Tennessee church. The UUs have 
a trauma response team that has been in Tennessee 
since the shooting to assist and care for all those af¬ 
fected by this tragic event. 

The Unitarian Universalist Association of Congre¬ 
gations (UUA) in collaboration with the Thomas 
Jefferson District has established the Knoxville Relief 
Fund to bring ministry, spiritual care, and practical 
financial assistance to those affected by the tragedy in 
Knoxville, Tennessee. Your gifts will assist the Ten¬ 
nessee Valley UU Church and the Westside Unitarian 
Universalist Fellowship and their members, and will 
show them that they are not alone during this time of 
shock and grief.

Robert’s Evolution 

Presenting: 

Robert Stadnycki 

Born on July 5th. 1956, Robert was 
raised by two loving parents in the 
small rural town of Chalfont, in 
beautiful Bucks County, outside of 
Philadelphia. Raised in a middle 
class family with two brothers, 
Robert, the middle child, was defi¬ 
nitely an oddity at an early age. 

His father was Mike Stadnycki, a hard working 
machine assembler from the area, and his mother, 
Glenna Terry from Pine Bluff. Arkansas, a wonderful 
wife and mother, who loved and tended to the three 
boys. Dad loved baseball, painting, his beer and 
the family. Of Polish and Ukrainian decent. Mike 
was loved by all, and had four sisters and a brother. 
Glenna is the most content woman Robert knows, and 
he loves her very much. She still resides in Chalfont 
in the house where Robert was raised. Robert's 
favorite childhood stories stem from Wednesdays, 
when awkward and shy Robert delivered eggs door to 
door with his Uncle John. Uncle John had a chicken 
farm, and deliveries were paired with many pit stops 
at local drinking establishments. Uncle John liked his 
adult beverages. 

Robert was the untidy one of the three boys, and was 
given the converted attic to do his ‘thing.’ As older 
brother Don used to claim, “We played baseball and 
Bob buried his head in the set of encyclopedias. All 
except the book of J, which was missing from the 
set.” Glenna remembers the many Halloweens when 
Robert painted cartoon characters onto pumpkins to 
raise money for his art supplies. He also wandered 
into woods across the street and found old discarded 
blue bottles, for which he created macrame fiber 

coverings. A strange thing for a boy of eight! 
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Something amazing happened at Unami Junior High 
in Robert’s seventh grade year. Marylou Dallam 
was a young spirited substitute art teacher, and took 
Robert under her wing. She noticing his shyness and 
lack of confidence, but saw in him a lust for learn¬ 
ing...at that point, he found his security blanket...the 
Arts. Marylou ironically lives here in Shipoke, and 
is an amazing educator, and had been a great mentor. 
Thank god for Marylou, as Robert owes his art world 
to her. 

At Central Bucks West High School in Doylestown, 
PA, Robert found the world of clay. Mrs. Stroup 
led the very advanced high school clay department. 
Robert worked endlessly, tirelessly trying to master 
the basic skills of pottery throwing... undaunted by 
the bullies in the class for whom this came naturally. 
Robert would work diligently after school, rather than 
being in the band or sports, to try to center a damn 
pot. Failing repeatedly, Robert stuck with it until, one 
day, these huge vessels came from his pottery wheel. 
Robert admits to this day he relishes failure, for he 
reevaluates, and restructures and then succeeds on the 
next or hundredth try. Not much scares him today. 

In his junior year the art teachers helped him create a 
portfolio of printed fibers and clay works, and he was 
awarded a scholarship to attend Bucknell University's 
Governor School for the Arts in 1973. He was in 
heaven, and explored every art venue offered and 
gained confidence that only his art could bring. 

With a desire to go to college for art education and 
to study the studio arts, Robert found clay instructor 
Dr. Frank Ross at Indiana University of Pennsylvania, 
and started his freshman year. Once in a true art en¬ 
vironment, Robert flourished. To his parents’ dismay, 
Robert dropped out of the University before his senior 
year, as not many people know, for he was terri¬ 
fied of student teaching. The dean of the University 
convinced Robert to return to receive his Bachelor’s 
of Art in 1978. His last 12 credits were for creating a 
body of work with an exhibition. He took his collec¬ 
tion to Harrisburg, and exhibited at the 1978 Harris¬ 
burg Arts Festival on the Plaza of the State Museum, 
where he met then director of the Greater Harrisburg 
Arts Council, Nick Feher. These two created an all 
white body of work at the old People Place Gallery 
next to the current City Government Center, Nick 
with white contemporary paintings, and Robert with 
white fiber and clay constructions. The building was 
draped with a 5-story banner, and was the talk of the 
town. A local decorating firm purchased all of Rob¬ 
ert’s white fiber wall sculptures. He thought he found 
Art Mecca in Harrisburg. Robert was quite naive. 
There were to be many years of struggling, but with 



the proceeds from his sale, Robert purchased a used 
loom and local rug yams from Masland Industries in 
Carlisle, and started his career as a fiber artist. 

In 1981 Robert was accepted into the prestigious 
Baltimore American Craft Council’s Winter Market 
and Rosen Buyer’s Market with his line of contempo¬ 
rary weavings, which laid the groundwork for future 
activities. He added the New York / Atlanta/ Dallas 
and Los Angeles Gift Shows to his roster. Here he 
made his contacts, which led to representation in over 
300 galleries, catalogs, museum shops, and with in¬ 
terior designers- from 
specialty galleries to 
Bloomingdale's and 
Macy’s Department 
Store. 

Robert Stadnycki has 
been a producing artist 
in various media since 
his graduation from 
Indiana University 
of Pennsylvania in 
1978. From producing 
production and one of 
a kind pottery in his 
early career, he intro¬ 
duced fiber into his 
clay work, which led 
to a line of corporate 
and residential unique 
contemporary fiber 
wall structures. In CaKfiivCll by: 

1993 a new line of faux finish gold gilded sculptural 
boxes and furniture was introduced. 

For many years, beginning in 1978. Robert was a vol¬ 
unteer at the Greater Harrisburg Arts Council. Then, 
in 1994. Robert was asked to be on an advisory com¬ 
mittee to help the struggling Arts Council, which was 
both financially and artistically challenged. In 1995 
Robert was appointed Executive Director to run the 
Memorial Day Arts Festival and community projects. 
He applied his knowledge as an exhibitor to the nuts 
and bolts of executing a large-scale show. Partnered 
with dear friends Stephen Plouse and Janet Reed, 
under the guidance of the Board of Directors at the 
Arts Council, this show has grown into an amazing 
festival on the banks of the Susquehanna in down¬ 
town Harrisburg's Riverfront Park. The festival will 
be celebrating its 42nd year in 2009. 

In partnership with the City of Harrisburg, Mayor 
Stephen R Reed, GHAC Board President Tina 
Manoogian King, and the GHAC Board of Directors, 


Kipona Artfest was created. The Greater Harrisburg 
Art Council also partners with the State Museum 
of Pennsylvania with the annual “Art of the State: 

PA,” along with Music in the Schools Program, and 
Capitol Kickline and Dance programs, in conjunction 
with National Dance week. Robert's claim to fame 
with the Arts Council is not a single federal, state 
or city dollar is received to bring the arts to Central 
Pennsylvania. 

Robert had the honor of being the creative director 
of the opening of the Whitaker Center in 1999, under 
the direction of dear 
friend Lois Grass, 
and was the creator of 
the Strawberry Ball! 
For the past several 
years he has been the 
gala and set designer 
for the Governor’s 
Awards for the Arts 
at different locations 
across the State of 
Pennsylvania. Robert 
has won numerous 
awards for his exhibits 
at arts festivals, and 
has been a juror for 
many exhibitions, in¬ 
cluding the #1 Art Fair 
in the country- Cherry 
Creek Arts Festival in 
Denver, Colorado.

Robert is also enjoying his new success as a produc¬ 
ing artist, creating his line of whimsical and colorful 
acrylic hand painted floor cloths, printed & painted 
unique clothing, original artwork and accessories. 
Justly labeled, “IT’S OK TO HAVE TOO MUCH 
FUN,” Robert has become a fashion designer. At 
a small juried show in Philadelphia a woman ap¬ 
proached Robert and asked him if he was ever 
interested in having his designs printed onto fabric. 
The next day the two worked on their collaboration, 
and a new line of printed linen jackets and accessories 
developed. 

Robert Stadnycki's studio, home and gardens are in 
Colonial Park, and have been featured on several 
shows on HGTV over the past two years. Robert 
loves his garden, friends, and being a driving force of 
the art scene in the city of Harrisburg.

EBBs

People who are good, kind and fair do not engage in sexual harassment or discrimination. It is insecure 
sociopaths who have the need to actively bully others in order to feel adequate. Someone who harasses or 
discriminates against you on the job is this kind of person. I’m not talking about the passive bigot, or the “look 
the other way” conservative.” I’m talking about the all out ”Make-you-lose-your-job, compare-you-to-Satan- 
in-public” homophobe. Luckily their numbers are thinning, but there are still some out there. 


What would be a good moniker for these types? Certainly not “evil genius,” because stupidity fuels their efforts 
to hunt for scapegoats to blame for their mistakes. Let’s call them “evil knuckleheads”...no, that’s too benign. 
How about “evil back-biters.” EBBs, for short. (Ebb means to fade away, let’s hope they eventually do.) 


Earlier this year, Trish and I spoke at DeSalles University about GLBT rights. We covered the fact that GLBT 
workers in PA are not protected from discrimination, but we explained that being “out” at work makes you safer 
because most people believe gay men and lesbians are legally protected. We also spoke about grassroots politi¬ 
cal efforts. A few days later, a lesbian who attended the seminar called us about further political action. She 
said our talk had made her choose to be out at work, but that another lesbian attendee had vowed to remain even 
deeper in the closet since her employment rights aren’t legally protected. 

After thinking about this, it hit me that the reason hiding in the closet doesn’t protect you. is...EBBs. 

See, EBBs don’t harass people because they are gay. EBBs harass people who are vulnerable. A person in the 
closet is an easy target. Never saying anything about your personal life, your relationships, what you did over 
the weekend, or even your political views, is just plain odd. It's un-American. “Normal” people talk about 
themselves constantly. Secretive people are prime A1 targets for EBBs, because EBBs can smell fear through 
the closet door. EBBs are trolling for someone they can corner. The closet is a perfect corner. 

Think of this, the EBB perceives you are “different” somehow, and asks you if you are gay. What do you say? 
To seem straight, you would have to say no, because a straight person would probably not say, “none of your 
business.” Now that you have lied, how long can you keep it up? 


Being abnormally secretive and obsessively private about fairly simple things in your life makes you far more 
vulnerable than someone who is out, while it erodes your self-esteem. Remember, EBBs shy away from people 

with strong self-esteem and confidence. If you’re 
out and proud, you aren’t very vulnerable. EBBs 
don’t choose victims who stand up for themselves.

After being raised Lutheran, she broke her par¬ 
ents' hearts during her early adult years when 
she decided she didn't believe in god. She 
tried Buddhism, just to prove it wasn't for her, 
but she's been at it now for 18 years. This was 
harder for her parents then when she told them 
she was a lesbian. 

Suzanne’s home base is in Los Angeles, which 
she loves. She noted one reason as, “So many 
fucking queers!" She’s thrilled of the progress 
of the gay revolution and that she can now 
get married in California.

She finds the BGLQT 
growth in PA to be perplexing: while Harrisburg 
seems a bit ahead of the times, Lancaster is 
20 years back. Suzanne hasn't witnessed the 


recent growth of the Lancaster BGLQT com¬ 
munity, but is happy to hear about it. 

Leyla Farah is starting as Suzanne's new publi¬ 
cist after her last one. Shannon, decided to open 
a cruise company. They remain good friends, 
and Suzanne gets great discounts on the cruises! 
There's work to done with her new publicist, 
however. Her first priority is to add some more 
meaningful music into the youth's collection, 
because she's getting really tired of hearing 
Leyla’s taste for techno. 

On stage, Suzanne 
starts her perfor¬ 
mance with a gen¬ 
eral plan and some 
jokes at the ready. 
Once she gets 
going, it becomes 
more of a stream 
of consciousness, 
mostly improv and 
what she defines as 
extemporaneous:

The primary goals of the event did 
shine through, as most enjoyed profes¬ 
sional DJs and drag performers. One large 
tent was filled with about twenty organiza¬ 
tions, each in support of each other and the 
BGLQT community.

Hello friends. I’d like to start off today with a 
question and a suggestion. Have we as a gay 
community learned nothing since 1981? We 
need to start reeducating ourselves, and the 
youth of our community, on the struggles we’ve 
had, and must continue addressing. It’s been 
almost 27 years since a life threatening illness 
called GRID was identified in gay men. These 
individuals suffered from infections that, at the 
time, had been unseen in humans. This illness, 
renamed AIDS a few years later, sounded no 
more harmful than a dietetic candy of the time 
period. As the years progressed we learned, 
through education and loss of lives, just how 
devastating it was, and what could be done to 
protect ourselves from its deadly grasp. Yet, I am 
still left wondering, why in the year 2008, people 
are having such a hard time making decisions 
that should be simple? If we truly are the most 
intelligent life forms on this earth, why do we 
continue to choose the same road when we 
know it comes to a dead end? How many times 
do we need to stick our hand in the fire before 
we realize we’ll get burned? Sure, you may say, 

“There are medicines I can take. I’ll be fine.” 
That’s great in theory, but very unrealistic when 
you’re talking about the risk to your life. Still, 
day in day out we make dangerous choices. For 
example, there are men who like to play the “Park 
& Rest Stop” game. No, I’m not talking about a 
new board game. I’m talking about men who go 
to these places for quick, anonymous sex. Now, 
if that wasn’t enough, there’s a new pastime in 
town, called “Bareback & Bug Sex Parties.” Men 
can meet for anonymous and unprotected sex, 
with some actually wanting to become infected 
with what they refer to as the Bug: HIV. 


I don’t have to worry about it, ” was his shocking 
admission. Honestly, I felt like my parents 
must have felt when they found out I had done 
something wrong. I wanted to tell him, “Go 
get my belt. ” I mean, I was just so pissed off; 
after all the education, fundraising, research, 
medicines and millions worldwide who have 
lost their lives or are living with this disease, 
you mean to tell me this and other misguided 
men like him are hoping to be infected?! It just 
made me want to scream, “What the FUCK is 
wrong with you! When did we lose hope and 
appreciation for life?” These men are playing 
Russian roulette with their lives. Let me say this: 
I’m no prude, and I love sex. I understand the 
ideas behind the sexual revolution of the late 60’s 
& early 70’s, but that was then, and this is now. 

Health wise and emotionally we have even 
more to deal with now than those from previous 
decades. It’s times and situations like these 
when I understand just how important it is to 
listen to one’s elders about their experiences, 
whether they be good or bad. I’m 43 years old, 
but I’m not just some number, or over the hill. 

So, all you under 30 folks could learn a vast 
amount of knowledge from us. After all, we were 
the ones who came through the beginning of 
the AIDS epidemic, and now it’s time we all take 
responsibility for everyone in our family. 

Let me leave you with this poignant yet thought 
provoking quote that was used during the 
beginning of the Black Power Movement: 

“How can you know where you’re going? 

Until you’ve been where we’ve been, 

Get where I’m coming from!” 

Remember, knowledge is POWER! 

Live well my friends,

I’ve done some research on this, and have 
spoken to some who participate in this behavior; 
and I was told they enjoy the rush from the risk, 
and that it’s gratifying to have multiple partners. 
For research on today’s topic, I was invited to 
one of these parties and saw first hand (so to 
speak), just how uninhibited these men are. 

Full disclosure moment: I looked, but didn’t 
touch. After my voyeuristic visit, I contacted a 
substance abuse/infectious disease counselor 
friend of mine, as I was distraught over the 
lack of concern these men had for their lives. 
Weeks later I had a conversation with a twenty¬ 
something male who said he enjoys these type 
of parties. Tm gonna catch it anyway. This way

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- The Relationship between 
Scripture and the Oppressed Qf 
Part One

As we consider Biblical interpretation in “Modern" 
times, we might ask the question, “Why have 
interpretations of the Bible been used to justify 
oppression of a specific group of people/" Fear is 
one answer. Society uses fear to condemn what it 
does not understand, and attempts to control through 
oppression and keeping it subordinate. Political and 
economic power is another reason to oppress. The 
majority, or the group in power, has used scripture 
to maintain the status quo, which contributes to their 
retention of power. 

Another reason can be the human need to scape¬ 
goat. The term “scapegoat’’ comes from its biblical 
use on the Day of Atonement. A priest performed a 
ritual where the sins of the people were symbolically 
placed on a goat, which was then driven into the 
wilderness. (Paul J. Achtemeir, Harper’s Bible Dic¬ 
tionary) Throughout history we can see how different 
cultures have made enemies of a particular group of 
people and then used them as scapegoats. 

In the United States we can find four major examples 
of how scripture has been used to oppress particular 
groups: African Americans, Jews, women, and ho¬ 
mosexuals. In this article we will cover two of these: 
African Americans and slavery, and women. 

Slavery 

Churches, especially in the South, claimed slavery 
to be the will and truth of God. “Slaves, obey your 
earthy masters with fear and trembling, in singleness 
of heart, as you obey Christ," and “Tetl slaves to be 
submissive to their master and to give satisfaction," 
Ephesians 6:5 and Titus 2:9, were verses often 
quoted to support God’s blessing on slavery. 

In 1856 the Reverend Thornton Strinafellow, a Vir¬ 
ginia Baptist, published his sermon “A Scriptural View 
of Slavery," arguing that God himself had sanctioned 
slavery through Noah, Abraham, and Joseph, and 
that the biblical record was unambiguous. (Jim Hill 
and Rand Cheadle, The Bible Tells Me So). There is 
no exact scripture verse that condemns slavery, and 
it was practiced throughout the Hebrew Bible and 
New Testament. 


Southern Baptist Convention apologized for its role in 
the justification of slavery and the maintenance of a 
culture of racism (Peter J. Gomes, The Good Book: 
Reading the Bible with Mind and Heart). 

Women 

Historically, women had been viewed as the property 
of males, and second-class citizens. The twentieth 
century brought great change, especially in the role 
of women in society. Women struggled for indepen¬ 
dence, and, in 1920, won the right to vote. 

Yet, consider this quote: “I solemnly believe that 
there was never an hour in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church when it was in so great a danger as it is 
today." The Rev. Dr. James M. Buckley made this 
statement at a General Conference, on May 6, 

1888. The issue was not homosexuality, as it might 
be today, but the seating of four women, who were 
elected delegates from the Kansas, Minnesota, 
Pittsburgh and Rock River conferences. The result? 
The women were not seated. 

On the one hand, we read about women such as 
Lydia, a founding member of a Christian community, 
which met in her home, and Phoebe, a deacon at 
the church at Cenchraea. On the other, there is 
I Corinthians 14:34, “As in all the churches of the 
saints, women should be silent in the churches. 

For they are not permitted to speak, but should be 
subordinate, as the law also says." We have Mary 
Magdalene, who, as the Women’s Bible Commentary 
points out. is the first to see the risen Jesus, and 
she is the first to tell others what she has seen. In 
opposition, we read I Timothy 2:11&12, “Let a women 
learn in silence with full submission. I permit no 
woman to teach or to have authority over a man; she 
is to keep silent." 

Which message is the truth of God’s word? Are 
women to be active in the life of the church or are 
women to be submissive and silent? Women are an¬ 
other example of how the church has used scripture 
to oppress a particular population.

with right to survivorship clause, there will he a 2% 
transfer tax on half of the value of the property. 



TIME TO TALK DEED

Partnered and buying a home or already own a home 
and want to add a significant other's name to the title 
- its time to talk deed. First, there is the question of 
the mortgage. In Pennsylvania, the name on the deed 
must match the name on the mortgage. Lenders decide 
who qualifies for the mortgage. So if only one person 
qualifies, only one person's name is on the deed and is 
therefore the legal owner of the property. 

If you are able to have more than one person on the 
deed, having an ownership interest in the property 
may be accomplished in a few different ways. For 
LGBTs the tenancy, or ownership interest, that affords 
two parties the most protection is that of joint tenants 
with right of survivorship. If one person named on the 
deed dies, a joint tenancy with right of survivorship 
will allow the property to pass to the survivor without 
going through probate and thus no one can object, as 
with a last will and testament. 

However, the joint tenants with right of survivorship 
tenancy do not avoid all taxes. At death, there will be 
an inheritance tax on the share of property that passes. 
That tax for unrelated persons is currently 15%. If 
you already own the property and wish to add an un¬ 
related significant other to the deed with a joint tenant 


By doing some simple math, if you transfer half of the 
property now, you will pay 2% on half of the value of 
the property, and 15% on half of the value if one party 
dies. The alternative is to leave the property by last 
will and testament. However, if you leave the prop¬ 
erty by last will and testament to someone who is not 
related, there will be a 15% tax on the entire value of 
the property. So in the long run you may save money 
on taxes by transferring now rather than at death. 


You must be sure that owning a home together is in 
both parties' best interests. If you are partnered, but 
only one person is able to be named on the deed, the 
person whose name is not on the deed should require 
some protection if they are contributing to the house¬ 
hold and/or the mortgage. Both parties should keep 
a record of the contributions to the mortgage and up¬ 
keep of the home. If there is a breakup, the person that 
is not able to be named on the deed could end up with 
nothing to show for their contributions. A cohabita¬ 
tion agreement that specifies what the unnamed part¬ 
ner shall receive if there is a breakup should provide 
adequate protection. Emotions run high when couples 
are contemplating the purchase of a home. They run 
even higher if the couple breaks up.

Don’t Assume Your 
Kids Are HIV Negative 

I have several friends who work in the 
field of education and teach pre-school or 
elementary students. They simply love their 
jobs and do great things with the kids they 
teach. Some of my friends have hatched 
cute little chicks in their classrooms to the 
amazement of their young students. Okay, 
the teachers themselves didn't exactly lay the 
eggs and hatch them, but you know what I 
mean. 

Others have grown flowers and plants to teach 
the kids about science and the environment. 
Of course, my teacher friends always leave 
plenty of time in their days for the kids to run 
outside and enjoy free play. 

One day recently, one teacher happen to tell 
me during a conversation that one of her 
students - a little four-year-old boy - fell 
during playtime outside and got a bloody nose. 
Of course, my immediate thought was to ask 
how she handled dealing with the blood. Did 
she touch his blood with her hand? Simply 
use a tissue? Did she use gloves? Were the 
other students splattered? 

She gave me one of the most horrifying 
looks I’ve ever been given. Maybe I was a 
little over the top here. I guess I can't help 
it, but when 1 hear about blood being exposed 
I immediately think about the possibility of 
HIV transmitting. Now, maybe this is just a 
bit much to think about that right away, but can 
you blame me? I do work in the field of HIV/ 
AIDS and think about it in some way, shape or 
form each and every day of my professional 
life. Still, I could have toned it down a bit and 
perhaps asked about the little boy, too. 1 guess 
that's why I'm not teaching. 

Yes, even little kids can be HIV positive, but 
ask my friend the teacher - in fact, ask many 
teachers - and they may just tell you that there 
are no students in their classes who have HIV. 
Now, how exactly do they know that? Well, 
inevitably many might say - and some have 
actually told me - they just know that they 
don’t have any! Others will give me the line of 
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all lines: “Well, their parents would have to 
tell the teachers and the school administration 
if their kids have HIV.” 

Um, newsflash for all teachers and others 
who work with youth - NO THEY DON'T! 
There is absolutely no law on the books to my 
knowledge that says parents must disclose 
their child’s HIV positive status to their child's 
teacher, principal, friends, bus driver, cafeteria 
staff, school custodian, superintendent or 
anyone else on planet earth. 

Now, I'm basing these statements on my 
experience working in this field as a case 
manager, director and advocate for people 
living with HIV/AIDS. I'm not a lawyer, 
so you should contact one to ask specific 
questions regarding HIV disclosure and other 
relevant information. 

This is no different than an adult with HIV 
having to disclose his or her HIV positive 
status to, say, his or her employer or spouse. 
Again, nothing I’ve ever heard of compels 
them to disclose this information. 

In fact, when our agency conducts HIV tests 
for married people or couples who aren't 
married but are seemingly committed to each 
other, we cannot tell one partner the status 
of the other partner. I know of some cases 
where a man and a woman tested for HIV 
in our offices and the results showed that he 
was positive and she was negative. Because 
of confidentiality laws, we can’t disclose 
this information to the woman even though 
we KNOW he's positive! Under certain 
circumstances, only a doctor may reveal the 
status of an HIV positive individual to that 
person’s partner, but generally it’s left up to 
the guy in this case to tell her his status. If 
he decides not to, there is nothing that we can 
do. Likewise, we can't tell him that she’s 
negative. 

So, if we have first hand knowledge that 
someone is HIV positive and can't disclose 
it to their significant other, why, then, would 
parents HAVE to tell school officials that their 
kid is HIV positive? 

You should see the incredulous looks I get 
from teachers, administration and others when 



I deliver this news to them. They simply can't 
believe it! Some are so upset by this news 
that they think some law must be enacted to 
disclose this to the school! 

Let me offer a little advice to those of you in 
the educational field. If you're going to work 
with youth - from preschoolers to high school 
students and beyond - don’t assume that just 
because you have not been given your official 
memo on who is HIV positive in your class, 
that no one is positive. Instead, assume that 
ALL of your students ARE positive! 

This way, when one of them falls and gets 
a bloody nose, for instance, you can use 
proper techniques to help the student while 
taking as many precautions - called Universal 
Precautions - as possible to ensure your own 
safety. 

So, what do you do to stay safe? Follow these 
steps! 

According to thebody.com, in addition to 
thorough hand washing, staff working with 
children should wear latex gloves when he 
or she comes in contact with a child who 
has, say, a bloody nose or related injury. Of 
course, only one pair of gloves should be used 
per child, according to the website. After 
using gloves and tending to a child who was 
bleeding, for example, teachers and other staff 
should wash their hands and properly dispose 
of the gloves. 

Following these guidelines may very well 
help to protect a teacher and others working 
with children from HIV and other diseases 
including Hepatitis. For more information 
on Universal Precautions, contact your local 
Department of Health or AIDS Service 
Organization. 

As for the teacher with the little boy who fell 
and bloodied his nose, she did wear gloves 
and took all the proper precautions necessary 
to deal with him. Teachers today have a lot 
on their plate, but with a little planning and 
preparation for situations like unexpected 
bloody noses, there will be plenty of time left 
over to plant flower seeds and hatch more 
baby chicks.

Furthermore, during her visit to Millersville University earlier 
this year, Judy Shepherd, the mother of Matthew Shepherd, 
talked about the importance of each of us speaking up 
and coming out for the causes in which we believe.

In the months down the line as I write this column, I'll 
chat more about the vision and mission of Rainbow Rose 
Community and the exciting work we are trying to bring to 
Lancaster County. I'd like to dedicate this first column to 
the honor, memory and example of a good and honorable 
human being. 

On Saturday, July 19th, a well-known member of our local 
Rainbow Family, Nelson Newcomer, was tragically killed 
in a traffic/motorcycle accident. Nelson was my pal. He 
always greeted me, and others he knew, with a kind word, 
a smile and a twinkle in his eye. Nelson was more compli¬ 
mentary of me than I deserved. 

From all outward appearances, Nelson seemed to be, and 
in many ways was, a simplistic man, preferring t-shirts, 
flannel and jeans. He was a laborer, caring for the earth 
and helping to make it green. Many knew him as the 
“lawnmower man." 

By no means was Nelson simple. He was well versed in 
important topics of our day, such as homelessness, poverty 
and hunger. He understood the struggles of today’s GLBT 
Equality efforts and supported these causes by his atten¬ 
dance at Pride and other events. He questioned the status 
quo in our society and in his own life. Nelson often spoke 
about how he was making efforts to improve or change one 
thing or another about himself, to be a better friend, neigh¬ 
bor, worker and lover. He understood what it was like to be 
discriminated against and thought less of, because of the 
bigotry and stereotypes so prevalent in our society today. 


Nelson was fond of gathering friends and 
loved ones around, sharing good food, 
good drink and good talk. He spoke 
often of the love and respect for his 
folks, his sister Linda, and brother Glenn. 

While Nelson liked to have fun (wink, 
wink), he loved, honored and respected 
his long-time friend, companion and 
life-partner, Tim. 

It was especially gratifying to see others of Newcomer 
our Rainbow family attend his memorial service and funeral, 
and greatly appreciated. Special thanks to Carol and 
Dawn, Kirsten and Brandon, Tina, Chad, Kim, Tom, Kyle, 
Sally, Melanie, Julia and the many others. A small rainbow 
flag was placed at Nelson’s gravesite at the conclusion of 
the service. We are sure Nelson would have liked that. 

It is said that you can explain much about someone’s 
character by how they treat animals entrusted to their care. 
Nelson cared for and loved his “big-dog” Bart; the two of 
them could often be found strolling through Long's Park or 
downtown Lancaster. My “little dog” Eddie and I know first 
hand of Nelson’s special love for his furry friends. 

Sharing stories, writing about his life and whom he touched, 
was never meant to be an obituary for Nelson. On paper 
they are just words and have little meaning, with no force or 
impact. Nelson, like most of us, wanted to know his life had 
meaning - to feel as though he made a difference. That 
said; this story is not just about Nelson Newcomer. It is 
about the Nelsons we all know; those expected to be with 
us for years, to grow old with, and they’re suddenly gone. 

What better way to honor life than for each of us to make an 
effort to “be the change we want to see in the world"? Take 
time to enjoy the beauty of the day. Say hello to a stranger. 
Forgive someone. Ask for forgiveness. Call, write or visit a 
friend or family member. Say a prayer for peace. Adopt a 
pet, child or a neighbor. Surprise someone! Tell someone 
they are loved. Smile. Speak up and raise your voice.

This year Harrisburg's Pride Festival weekend included an interfaith cel¬ 
ebration called Spirits United. Approximately 200 people attended this year's ser¬ 
vice, which was held at Market Square Presbyterian Church on Sunday evening, 
July 27, 2008. Representatives from the Christian, Jewish, Muslim, Buddhist, and 
Unitarian Universalist faith traditions shared prayers, readings, and messages with 
the audience. 

Each year the number of open and affirming religious organizations who 
participate in the Pride Festival weekend grows. This year the Spirits United ser¬ 
vice included representatives from Unity Church in Enola, Unitarian Church of Har¬ 
risburg, Blue Mountain Lotus Society, Market Square Presbyterian, Interfaith Alli¬ 
ance, St. Michael's Lutheran Church, All Angels Episcopal Church in Middletown, 
Metropolitan Community Church of the Spirit, and St. Paul's United Church of 
Christ, in Meehanicsburg. 

Spirits United began in spring of 2007, when members of St. Michael's 
Lutheran Church and MCC of the Spirit discussed having a joint service during the 
Pride Festival weekend. They invited other area religious communities to partici¬ 
pate including the Unitarian Church of Harrisburg, Blue Mountain Lotus Society, 
and St. Paul's UCC. Approximately 120 people attended the 2007 service, which 
encouraged representatives from the area's religious community and the Pride 
Festival Committee to continue the tradition started at MCC of the Spirit. Central 
PA Pride Festival hopes that leaders from the region's faith traditions will step 
forward to further develop and carry out the project for next year's festival week¬ 
end.
